Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments in light of the amendment with respect to the 35 USC 1 1 2 
rejection and prior art rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 
USC 112 rejection and prior art rejection has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 20 is objected to because of the following informalities: the limitation "the 
current cache size" should be changed to -a current cache size-. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-14,16-19,21,22,24-30 and 32-34 are allowed. Claim 20 is allowable 
upon removal of the claim objection. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, a// the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
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(claims 1, 20 and 21), particularly selectively transferring a current data entry to a data 
queue in the host memory if the lower limit is greater than or equal to a first value, 
wherein the first value is a number related to a current cache line size, thereby 
preventing an overwriting of an unprocessed data entry in the data queue.
